COMMISSIONER BOUILLON 
HAS NOT MADE GOOD 
AS COMMISSIONER ; 
In unconditionally and unceremoniously firing Commissioner 
Bouillon, the city council has taken the only action which in justice 


to the city and in the preservation of the city’s dignity lay within} 


their power. 
Since he has come to Edmonton Mr. Bouillon has been little 


short of a constant aggravation. Many of his actions within the past 
year have been those of a hopeless egotist, surcharged with a desire 
for the theatrical which, no matter what his accomplishments or 


abilities, made him impossible as an administrator for a city such as 
Edmonton. 

When the council a year ago went out to employ a commis- 
sioner, salary was no object and the only stipulation was that the 
man employed should show ability to handle an institution such as 
the city of Edmonton, with its enormous utility interests. | Mr. 
Bouillon was the man employed for the job and he came to the city 
under the most favorable circumstances, 


It is not claimed that things were in good shape then, and it is 
not admitted that they are in good shape now. But whatever the 
conditions at the time Mr. Bouillon came into office, there is one 
asset which he had at his command in a willing and loyal list of 
civil employees.

is always dangerous, he got to the place where he was willing to 
usurp the functions of any official of the city or of the council itself, 
burying himself in a mass of detail or spending hours of time for 
which the city was paying good money in absolutely useless recrim- 
inations with men against whom he could not sensibly have any 
quarrel whatever. In fact Mr. Bouillon’s idea of municipal admin- 
istration appeared to be a one-man government in which he was 
the man and no other person had an idea which was worthy of a 
moment's entertainment. 

To the friction which developed in the city’s administrative de- 
partment might easily be attributed the loss to the ciy’s service of 
many valuable men. Chief Davidson, admittedly the best fire chief 
in the west, found that he could be more comfortable out of the 
city’s employ and Chief of Police Lancey, whose department has 
a record from Atlantic to Pacific for efficiency, came to the conclu- 
sion that the provincial license department offered him more attrac- 
tions than the department which he had built up with such infinite 
pains and care. |: 

But the culmination came when the commisisoner discharged, 
without offering rhyme or reason, two superintendents against 
whose integrity no open charge has ever been made, and of whose 
ability it has never been shown that there was any lack. 

It was in the subsequent development that Mr. Bouillon demon- 
‘strated a penchant for the theatrical which was so out of place in a 
high-salaried employee and in pursuit of which he has placed himself 
in the most grotesque positions, insulting and defying the men who 
were elected to represent the city and who were his virtual em- 

, ployers. 

At times Mr. Bouillon’s actions, attitudes and postures have 
been painful, to Say the least, but his latest stunt of refusing to give 
pany.reason why he had discharged the superintendents and demand- 
‘ing a supreme court investigation into his case is the most sec 
of all. 

At this stage affairs reached an impasse. The arch had only 
one of two choices. Either admit that Mr. Bouillon was virtual 
czar of the city of Edmonton and that the council had really no ex- 
cuse for.existence, or take the course of throwing Mr. Bouillon out 


bodily. 
The council rors the latter course—all except Mr. McKinley, 


who has resigned. 

By the discharge of Mr. Bouillon, however, it cannot be main- 
tained that the commission form of government has been in any way 
attacked or that the council has undertaken in the slightest degree 
to over-ride the provisions of the charter. 

The commission form of government, like every other form of 
government, requires at least a trace of common sense in the m.en 
who are invested with the responsibilities of administration. Mr. 
Bouillon, has not shown good, ordinary, common sense, as his open 
letter to Alderman Mould, for instance, amply shows. On the other 
hand he has demonstrated himself narrow gauge and lacking in the 
qualities, qualifications and characteristics which are requisite in a 
general manager of large affairs. He has asked more courtesy and 
tmore consideration and has given less than any man who has held 
the office since the city has been incorporated and has gone to 
lengths in his self-glorification which discounted to a very large 
degree the ability which he undoubtedly possesses in many lines of 
civic work.
